Correspondence in the town 
manager's office states specifi-

Mr. Bradford’s statement, then, 
came as a Surprise to the Select- 
men and other municipal officials, 
yho thought that ample money had 
heen held out for the project. 

They found that the matching 
funds « at a total of $350,000 from 
town and state - won't be enough 
to even get the Brook job done from 
the river to Whittier st. This por= 
tion of the project is now estimated 
it $468,000, including engineering 
fees of $41,000, 

The entire project, to Highland 
rd, now is estimated at a huge 
59,000 - an increase over 
estimates furnished the town pre= 
viously. 

In the face of the increase, at 
jeast one local contractor claims 
that prices are lower now than they 
have been in a long time = and that 
bids on such a project ought to re= 
flect this trend. 

Spotted History ; 

The entire Rogers Brook project 
has been one of frustrations and 
delays. 

In the planning stages since 1956, 
the project seemed almost ready to 
begin this year - but final approval 
of the plans was delayed when the 
Waterways Division Director, 
Rodolph Bessette, was investigated 
then brought up on charges. before 
his boss. 

When he was suspended for one 
month without pay, Mr. Bradford 
took over the duties - and it was 
to him that the town turned for 
what officials thought might be 
automatic approval of the work. 

His answer that only $175,000 
can be made available now was in 
direct contradiction with written 
statements of the director, dated 
Oct, 28, 1959, that $255,000 had 
heen encumbered for the project. 
Ina more recent letter, thedirec- 
tor also agreed to provide $40,000 
for the Whittier st. to Highland rd. 
portion of the project. 

So close had the job come to 
reality that easements have been 
tken, at town expense, in order to 
clear up final details of the planning 
stage. 

When local officials talked to 
Mr. Bradford last week, he con= 
tacted the Duffill Associates, seek= 
ing to learn about estimated costs 
for the project, and the answers 
were provided by that firm as 
follows:

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
We Should Lead The Way 


We have, as the saying goes, ‘‘been had’’. 


The State Waterways Division — subject of investiga- 
tions and subsequent bad reputation — appears to have 


used our Rogers Brook project as a means of fattening the 
engineering ‘‘kitty’’, without real intentions of undertaking 
the project. 

Examination of the correspondence on the project — a 
big, fat folder at this point — shows that the director of 
the Division, Rodolphe Bessette, stated that funds would 
be encumbered for the project. 

Now the acting-director, filling in while Mr. Bessette 
takes a vacation without pay, ordered by his superior, 
states that no one can tell where the money is — if it’s 
available at all. 

It looks to us as though the town has unwittingly, and 
unwillingly, been the victim of poor administration by that 
Division; to say the least. 

Possibly Mr. Bessette had no right to say he would 
encumber funds, in excess of the exact matching amount 
approved by law. Perhaps he also promised numerous 
other communities the same thing, in an effort to be a 
‘ood fellow’’ to them all. Whatever the reasons, the town 
now holds a folder full of promises — but has no money 
and not much promise of getting any. 

As far as can be determined, according to Town Manager 
Thomas E. Duff, the consulting engineers hired by the 
Division have been paid in full for their work on this 
project — two designs, numerous corrections and altera- 
tions. There’s no telling how much has been paid to the 
engineers, it is alleged. 

Some people believe that the town must insist, through 
whatever sources are open to the local officials, that this 
project be completed as promised by Mr. Bessette. 

Certainly the reconstruction project, is just as worth- 
while as formerly. 

But is insistence on going through with this project 
justified, now that we know something about the opera- 
tions of the Division? 

Instead of insisting that poor administrative procedures 
be perpetuated, through diversion of funds to this job, 
outside of the regular matching funds, shouldn’t the town 
take the lead in saying: 

‘‘We’ll have nothing more to do with your Division until 
we’re satisfied that it is functioning properly; that we’re 
getting every bit that we are allowed to get, by law, but 
nothing more.’’ 

Someone, somewhere, has to stand on his hind legs and 
refuse to do business with any state agency that appears 
to be operating in other than normal ways. If we press for 
special favors, at this point, we’re really acknowledging 
that the system exposed to public view in recent weeks is 
a good system; actually the town can do itself a favor by 
stating that it will not compromise its own business 
ethics by continuing this project under these conditions. 


Careful, Please 


To many of us, the passage of Labor Day is marked 
with a sigh of relief — another summer is behind us; the 
children will be going back to school; familiar activities 
will resume on regular schedules. 

But every person who sits behind the wheel of a car 
should, at this time of year, refuse to breathe that sigh. 
They must become more aware, more careful, more cogni- 
zant of the dangers on and along the roadways. 

Actually, Labor Day marks a shift of emphasis from 
danger-by-the-mile to danger-by-the-yard. 

It is children, on their way to and from school and at 
play, who bring this danger-by-the-yard, danger by the 
school yard and danger by the well-kept yards that line 
our residential streets.

He left with the Philippine 
people a message which the world 
must heed. Let me repeat his 
words: 

‘The great question is = can 
global war now be outlawed from 
the world? If so, it would mark the 
greatest advance in civilization 
since the Sermon on the Mount. It 
would lift at one stroke the darkest 
shadow which has engulfed man- 
kind from the beginning. It would 
not only remove fear and bring 
security - it would not only create 
new moral and spiritual values ~ it 
would produce an economic wave 
of prosperity that would raise the 
world’s standard of living beyond 
anything ever dreamed of by man.”’ 

Peace - with justice - is the 
number one problem of our time. 
Of this, there can be no doubt. The 
deteriorating situation of the past 
several months, culminating inthe 
explosive crisis in Berlin, has 
brought home to every American 
the imperative nature of the 
problem. 

The Congress of the United 
States was quick to respond to 
President Kennedy's cold war 
mobilization speech, televised to 
the nation July 25. It immediately 
provided supplementary military 
appropriations of $3.4 billion to 
strengthen our defense structure. 
It gave the President un- 
precedented powers to call addi- 
tional men to arms. On another 
front, the Congress has voted for 
an expanded program of foreign 
aid, designed to strengthen the 
cause of freedom throughout the 
world. 

But, in my judgment, a third 
front must not be neglected. I speak 
of our efforts ta find a meaningful 
formula whereby the cause of world 
peace can be advanced and the 
security of our nation protected 
through arms control. 

Let me again quote fromGeneral 
MacArthur's speech to the National 
Legislature of the Philippines: 

‘We are in a new era. The old 
methods and solutions no longer 
suffice. We must have new 
thoughts, new ideas, new concepts. 
We must break out of the strait 
jacket of the past. We must have 
sufficient imagination and courage 
to translate the universal wish for 
peace - which is rapidly becoming 
a universal necessity - into 
actuality. And until then, at what- 
ever cost or sacrifice, we must 
be fully prepared - lest we perish.’’

States. 

In support ef this move, I have 
filed a bill which would call for 
the establishment of aU.S, Agency 
for World Peace and Security. My 
bill differs from the Administra- 
tion bill (which, by.the way, was 
co-sponsored by Congressman 
Judd) by the inclusion of a statutory 
provision which would permit 
former Presidents of the United 
States to serve on the general 
advisory committee which the Ad= 
ministration bill would create. 

So long as the Soviet Union con= 
tinues its aggressive adventures 
throughout the world, we must at 
no time let down our guard, For 
this reason I have unhesitatingly 
supported the defense buildup 
which President Kennedy has 
called for. But I believe that the 
Administration and the Congress 
would be remiss intheir responsi- 
bility to the American people if 
they failed to supportefforts which 
may lead to a world without war, 
with liberty and justice for all.
